For New Zealand 


Viscount Jellicoe is Appointed Gover- 
nor General and Commander- 
In-Chief of Dominion 

The Colonial office has announced 
that His Majesty King George has 
been pleased to appoint Admiral of 
Fleet Viscount Jellicoe to be Gover- 
nor-General and Commander-in-Chief 
of the Dominion of New Zealand in 
succession of the Earl of Liverpool, 
who will shortly retire from that of- 
fice. Lord Jellicoe was very warmly 
received in New Zealand last year du- 
ting his naval tour, where he spent 
about six weeks, 

In discussing Lord Liverpool's suc- 
cessor, the chief government news- 
paper, The Dominion, urged the ap- 
;pointment of an admiral in view of 
New Zecaland’s naval policy. 

“There is obviously no reason why 
the King’s representative should ne- 
Jcessarily be an earl or a baron, as 
has been the case for the last thirty 
years,” declares The Dominion, “and 
there is even less reason why the post 
should be used as a jympirg-off plac 
for the peerage by British party poli- 
ticians, New Zealand does not want 
a purely ornamental governor-gener- 
al, nor yet one with an ingrained and 
life-long habit of having a finger in 
the political pie.” The Journal adds 
that a senior officer of the navy would 
make a good governor, since he could 
give some expert advice on naval de- 
fence, 

The nomination method of appoint- 
ing governors seems to suit the pres- 
ent organization of the Empire, But 
the governor ought to be a man of 
finfinite tact, conscious that he occu- 
pies a somewhat anomalous position. 
He may have influence, but he must 
not try to rule. New Zealand has had 
governors of many types, and it has 
liked some of them much better than 
others, The governor who would be 
intolerable would be he who imagined 
that Downing Strect had given him 
authority to direct the public affairs 
of the Dominion. 


Ambassador For Dominion 


Canada Will Likely Have Own R€pre- 
sentative in U. S. 


Discussions are in progress between 
the United States and Great Britain 
which give substantial promise. of 
by which 
Canada will be represented in Wash- 
ington by a diplomatic agent of high 
rank, 

Such representation is understood 
to be desired keenly both by Canada 
and the United States and to be un- 
opposed by Great Britain, The con- 
versations on the subject are describ- 
ed as being actuated by the wish of 
all concerned to facilitate negotia- 
tions between Canada and the United 
States on question in which Great 
Britain is interested only by the fact 
that Canada is one of her Dominions, 

So far as can be lcarned, the only 
difficulty that has been encountered 
to date is in fixing the exact status 
and rank that the diplomat would 
have and in determining in advance 
so as to avoid any chance of friction 
concerning the relations that he 
would bear to the British ambassa- 
dor in Washington, The prospects 
are that the Canadian representative 
would have wide freedom of action 
in matters directly affecting the Do- 


Jminion. A decision on this point may 
: expected soon, 


Subjects of interest common to the 
United States and Canada at present 
frequently meet with long delays in 
settlement because of the circuitous 
route they have to follow in the pro- 
cess of negotiation through the Brit- 
ish embassy. If a direct exchange of 
views might be arranged,, it is thought 
by many officials, that much benefit 
would be derived by the United States 
and Canada and, indirectly, by Great 
Britain. 

The duties would correspond in a 
large part with those of a high com- 
missioner, and this is the title that 
may be given the new representative, 
During the war, Sir Richard Craw- 
ford, as a commercial attache of the 
British embassy, had Canadian pos- 
sessions directly under his supervis- 
ion, and was able to render an im- 
portant service in the relations be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 
It was partly because attention was 
called to the greater advantage of 
closer relations between the two 
countries that the proposal for an 
exchange of high ranking diplomatic 
representatives is now being urged.— 
N. Y. Evening Sun.

Must Have Air “Harbors” 


Before Commercial Aviation in Can- 
ada Can Progress 

There can be little hope for pro- 
gress in commercial aviation in Can- 
ada until the municipal or other gov- 
ernments start constructing ‘harbors’ 
for acroplanes, with landing places 
and airdromes, This was the state- 
ment made by Lieut.-Col. W. G. Bar- 
ker, V.C,, D.S.O., M.C., cte., at the 
‘annual meeting of the Montreal 
Branch of the Acrial League of the 
British Empire, which was held in the 
ball room of the Ritz-Carlton, in the 
course of an address on acronautical 
topics 

In his address Lt.-Col. Barker, V. 
C., gave a sketch of the amazing 
growth of aviation during the war, 
from the days when airplanes had a 
speed of only sixty miles an hour, and 
a very limited time capacity for fly- 
ing, with armaments running from ri- 
fles to revolvers, 

From these beginnings, he said, the 
flying corps had developed machines 
capable of 130 miles an hour with a 
flying range of many hundreds of 
miles, and armaments of machine 
guns and bombs that made them so 
formidable war weapons, 

“So greatly had the British airplane 
service developed,” said Lt.-Col. Bar- 
ker, “that if the war had lasted a 
few months longer the people of Ber- 
lin would have had a taste of the same 
aerial bombing warfare they had so 
ruthlessly carried on against British 
and French cities. They knew this, 
and it is altogether probable that this 
knowledge was a great influence in 
compelling the Germans to ask for the 
armistice that ended the war.” 

As a@ result of the war experience 
Lt.-Col. Barker said that an air con- 
jvention had been held at Paris, when 
rules for air service had been Said 
down, and adopted by most Europ- 
ean countries, and by Canada. The 
United States had not joined this con- 
vention, and as a result had no air 
rules, If such rules had been in force 
he felt certain that the recent disast- 
er at Newark wuld have been avoid- 
ed. He also welcomed the news that 
Canada was to have a military air 
force, which would utilize the services 
of the thousands of returned Canad- 
ian aviators, and prevent the loss to 
the Dominion of their invaluable ex- 
perience, 

Lt. Col. Barker pointed out especial- 
ly the value of the air service in keep- 
ing up communications and carrying 
mails, and said that the recent great 
railway strike in England had largely 
been defeated by the mobilization of 
the Royal Air Force. 

The trouble in Canada was that 
they had air regulations without air 
machincs, but he hoped to see devel- 
opment along military, commercial 
and industrial lines, if only a supply 
of “harbors” for airplanes could be 
established. It was the lack of such 
accommodation, he said, that put 
Montreal behind other large Canad- 
ian cities in aerial development.

The Supreme Council of the League 


of Nations is making substantial pro-| 


@ress with the difficult task entrusted 
to it of disentangling the complex ra- 
ces which for so long have been held 
eubject to the Sultan under the tyr- 
anny of the despotic and murderous

It is easy to criticize 
Great Britain and France because of 
the decision to leave the Turks in 
Constantinople, but it is not so casy 
to outline an alternative policy likely 
to prove successiul and not provoke 
a still more serious situation, and one 
that might have far-reaching results 
of a disastrous character.

Italy is carrying an enormous debt. 
It was heavy before the war, and has 
been increased many times over. The 
government and people are mecting 
it courageously, and a loan of 20,000,- 
000,000 lire has just been raised by the 
Italian people, 

France, too, has recently floated a 
loan among its own people of 15,000,- 
000,000 francs, or an amount equal to 
the national debt of Canada. The 
French parliament is now engaged in 
passing measures which will enorm- 
ously increase the taxation imposed 
on the French people. 

With a national debt of approxim- 
ately $40,000,000,000, Great Britain has 


it off. No further borrowings will 
be nade, but taxation is being sub- 
stantially increased. This year Brit-| 
ish revenue is estimated at $7,000,000- 
000, or more than double our national 
debt. This great revenue will provide 
for a reduction in the British national 
ldebt of at least $1,000,000,000, while in 
1921 it is estimated that a further re- 
duction of $1,500,000,000 will be made. 


Canada has not yet made a start 
at debt reduction; on the contrary 
the debt is still increasing, This must ; 
stop, and the work of liquidation of 
the national debt begun, It can only 
be accomplished by this Dominion 
following the example of other coun-j 
tries—curtailing expenditures where-! 
Jever possible and increasing revenues 
Iby increasing taxation. The people 
must be prepared for this and must, 
accept it without any complaint. | 
| There is no other way out. The lon- 
ger the debt is allowed to stand, the 
heavier the burden will become, Peo- 
ple realize this in their individual af- 
fairs; they must appreciate the fact 
that it is equally true in their nation- 
al business, 

Notwithstanding the wholesale des- 
|truction of the last five years, and the 
enormous burdens of debt and taxa- 
tion which must now be borne, the 
|world is still the gainer, because the 
{Great War was the operation where- 
by the cancer of militarism and the 
}ever-inc¢reasing burden of military and 
naval armaments was cut out of the 
jworld’s body, The cost of the oper- 
ation must now be paid for, but the 
cure affected will give renewed life 
and vigor to the world, and, by reliev- 
ling it of an intolerable burden, will 
ultimately add to its prosperity and 
the comfort and happiness of all peo- 
ple.

To Superannuate 
~Civil Servants 


Retiring Fund Provided For in Pro- 
posed Ontario Legislation 

Retirement from office of all civil 
servants who have reached the age of 
70 years, is provided in a superannua- 
tion bill which was introduced by 
Premier Drury in the Ottawa legis- 
lature. All employees who have been 
30 years in the service, or who are 
over 65 years of age, may be retired 
cither at the option of the govern- 
ment or themselves. Superannuation 
allowances to a maximum of $2,000 
yearly will be paid such retiring em- 
ployees, 

The superannuation fund will be 
made up by contributions from the 
civil service and the government. 
Employees will be required to pay in- 
to the fund a portion of their saJary, 
ranging from 3-4 percent to 8 per- 
cent, according to age. 

Employees under 26 pay the mini- 
mum and the rate increases for older 
employees, 


| 
The governinent will pay into the 


fund an amount equal to that deduct- 
ed from employces’ salaries, and will 
pay interest upon the fund at five per- 
cent, The province will bear the cost 
of administration of the scheme,

Great Changes 
In Britain Are 


Wrought by War 


Atlantic City, N.J.— Changes have 
been wrought by the war in Great 
Britain which “almost deserve the ti- 
tle of revolution,” said Sir Auckland 
Geddes, British ambassador to the U. 
S., in an address before the annual 
convention of the United States, 
Chamber of Commerce. Vast new 
classes have been enfranchised, he 
eaid, and the working classes, strong- 
anti-militaristic, now hold “ultimate 
political power.” 

“They seek to limit the nation’s 
power,” he said, “to secure tranquil- 
ity in Asia Minor, in Asia and Africa. 
Silently and without fuss, the army 
has been reduced to a strength which 
many think barely sufficient to police 
the empire. The people are deter- 


mined to deal with problems of 


health, housing and education, They 
see clearly that to secure their pur- 
pose they have to end the rancors and 
animosities that have torn Europe and 
brought her to the brink of destruc- 
tion,” 


Reports of dissensions between the 
representatives of Britain and France 
and Italy at San Remo were “fantas- 
tic,” the ambassador assured the 
chamber,

Railway Charter Refused Prisoners’ Treatment Humane Treaty to

Ottawa.—By a majority df only two 
votes the railway committee of the 
house of commons has refused to 
grant a charter to the Pabos and Ed- 
munston railway company to con- 
Struct a 248-mile road through the in- 
terior of the Gaspe peninsula, A 
number of members, led by Dr. J. D. 
Reid, minister of railways, took the 
stand that such a road could not be 
built and maintained as an independ- 
ent line; and the government would 
be almost inevitably compelled to take 
over the road later on to make it go 
or at least subsidize it. Ms 

“The day of subsidies is gone, I 
think,” said Dr. Reid amidst great 
applause in the committee. He said 
that the provinces should make them- 
selves responsible for such railway 
charters as a factor in the develop of 
natural resources,

Will Evacuate German Towns 


Whole German Force in Ruhr Dist- 
rict Must be Reduced to 
10,00 by June 10 

Paris.—Premier Milterand, in mak- 
ing a declaration to the chamber of 
deputies on the results of the supreme 
council mecting at San Remo, said 
that the Frankfurt and Darmstadt 
territories would be evacuated by the 
French as soon as the allied commis- 
sions had established that the Germ- 
an armed force over the number al- 
lowed by the convention of August, 
1919, had been withdrawn. 


The whole German forces in the 
Ruhr region, the premier declared, 
must be reduced to 10,000 men by 


June 10 next, and by July 10 all the 
German soldiers must be withdrawn 
and replaced by a police force of 10 
thousand men, 

“I said at San Remo,” M. Miller- 
and continued, “and I repeat it here, 
now, that it is a crime and stupidity 
to believe that France desires to an- 
nex any fresh German territory. 

“The details of the treaty with 
Turkey cannot be divulged before 
Turkey’s plenipotentiaries come to 
Paris on May 10, but I can say that 
the treaty is in conformity with the 
outline already made public, the Turks 
maintained in Constantinople 
and in the territories in which they 
are in the majority. 

“An appeal has been sent to Pres- 
ident Wilson asking him if his coun- 
try cannot take up the mandate for 
Armenia, at least to collaborate in 
the fixing of the frontiers of the new 
state.” 

In conclusion, M, Millerand declar- 
ed that upon leaving San Remo, the 
allies were more united than ever. 

“If I may be permitted to say it, 
especially the entente between France 
and her sister of the Latin race is 
closer than ever,” he said. 

The premier’s remarks received 
deep attention, but no enthusiasm was 
displayed in the chamber. 


Cost of Victory Loan — 


Canvassers Were Paid Million Dol- 
lars in Commissions 

Ottawa. — A total of $1,110,402,37 
was paid ont by minister of finance 
in commissions to canvassers and 
brokers who handled the last Victory 
Loan. These fees ran proportionally 
higher in Quebec province than else- 
where; $352,952.17 was paid on this 
head in Quebec, representing 22 per 
cent of the total subscriptions to the 
loan.

$.0., whose home is in Soo, has re- 
ceived a prize bounty of £90 for the 
destruction of a German submarine, 
(the UC.5, which was sunk while he 
was in command of an American sea- 
plane, ' 

The announcement of the award 
was made in a recent list of similar 
prizes which had been issued by the 
prize court of the British Admiralty. 

The submarine was carrying a crew 
of 18 men when destroyed, and the 
award was made on the basis of £5 
for cach member aboard her. Major 
Hobbs is one of the Canadians who 
became famous while serving over- 
seas with the Royal Air Force, and 
in addition to the submarine for which 
the award was made, he is credited 
with the destruction of others, as well 
as that of a Zeppelin.

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Make Increased Demands 


Advance in Wages of 25 Percent Is 
Demanded by the Winnipeg 
Building Trades 

Winnipeg.—Demands for a straight 
increase of 25 percent in wages was 
made by the building trade workers 
before the public meeting of the prov- 
tincial fair wage board held today. 
General dissatisfaction was expressed 
jagainst the proposed schedule of wa- 
\ges arrived at by the board. A, Cam- 
cron, of the carpenter’s union, made 
the declaration that unless more wa- 
ges are granted the building trade 
workers of the city, there will be a 
general migration to the States and 
other centres where the wages are 
higher and the cost of living lower, 
It was claimed that the costs of liv- 
ing had increased 133 percent since 
1914, by delegates to the meeting of 
the board. Working on this basis the 
general rate of wages should be $1.50 
per hour instead of around $1.25,
